Hogging down thq three crops inf 
a rotation of cpfh, rye k^d clover has 
proved economical and profitable as prac- 
ticed on the Madison County, Ohio,; Ex*^ 
periment Farm. 

In the spring suckling pigs are 
turned into the clover and in addition to 
this pastiire receive-, a amall amount of 
supplementary feeds. Later they are turn- 
ed into-^he r%)enmg rye, wmch, with thf 
young cfover see^d m it and the doyer 
pasture and'A sm^^ amount of tankage, 
furnishes . ample feed for ' thrifty grdwth 
until the edrh is ready to hog 'off. The 
shotesfjweigh 100 vto l25 pqunds when 
turned into the corn fdcf, and on the 
corn and clover are soon readyifor mar- 
ket, ^ f '-. ■ ■: 

; This year the tofal growth per acre 
on clover was. 370 pounds, op. :rye and 
clover' v;858 pounds, and on corn and 
clover 606 pounds, or 1 ,834 "pounds for^ 
thiree acres in the rotation^ Thp cost of

clover alone was 132.52; on rye/f$2.65; 
ap on corn, $2.06, or atotal of '^37.23 
for the 1,834 p^nds of growth. ^
